Dear Mom and All: 

Well this is the last day of my 
leave and I didn't have a very ex- 
citing time. I left the day after I 
was discharged from the hospital 
and went to London. When I ar- 
rived in London I was feeling ter- 
rible, so I .went to a red cross first 
aid post, and the nurse told me 1 
had a temperature of 103. so they 
put me in the hospital for two days 

and' then let me continue my leave. 

I spent three* day? in London 
and then came back to the station 

* 

disgusted. I came back two day* 
early, but I had enough of walking 
around London alone. I was 
nearly broke and might have stay- 
ed a little longer, but they just ad- 
vanced us a little money to go on 
leave as they claim they haven't 
our records yet. Everything is so 
expensive in London. I went to 
see a show and it cost me 4/6 
which is $1.0$. Well, a couple of 
shows, a dance and your bed ana 
meals and you're broke with only 
three pounds. 

I certainly saw a lot though that 
lets you know that there is a war 
on. Some parts of London are all 
in ruins, while other parts haven't 
been touched. Down in the under- 
ground railways there are beds 
and cots that people still sleep in 
every night for fear of Jerry's com- 
ing over. We didn't have any air 
raids while I was there, but last 
night we had que at the station. 
It was in the middle of the night, 
and when the sirens went and the 
loud speakers, a couple of fellows 
were hurt running to the shelters. 
but there were no eugs dropped. 
One night the warning went and 
the three of ns-*m our billet slept 
right through It. 

You know, mother, the girls at 
home have no idea how lucky they 
are. They think they're doing a 
lot by knitting a few pair of socks 
or giving a little money, but that 
isn't anything to the sacrifices the 
women and girls are doing here. 
If you ever saw the clothes that 
they wear, the old shoes and stock-

ECHOES FROM THE 
SAHCTUART 

(This column is dedicated to the task of bringing a little of the 
church to those who are shut-in. Its main content will be* the pith 
or kernel of one or other of the sermons given oh the previous 
Sunday).

At our Sunday morning services 

of worship, we are considering a 

number of the great doctrines of 

the Faith. However, the writer 

feels that the evening studies in 
the parables of Jesus would be 
more easily produced on paper. 

Last Sunday evening, we looked 
at that parable found in Matt. 9: 
14-16. Verse 16 reads, "No man 
putteth a piece of new cloth unto 
an old garment, for that which is 
put in to fill It up taketh from the 
garment, and the [rent is made 
worse." We gave to the sermon 
the title "PATCHES." 

A few years ago, patches were 
considered disgraceful and ugly 
things. A man with patched 
clothes would walk in the shad- 
ows, or perhaps stay at home. But 
a generation back, patching was 
more in vogue, and it is safe to 
say that half of the children at 
school had their clothing adorned 
with patches taken from the dis- 
carded clothing of father, mother 
or the older brothers and sisters. 
Older people will appreciate the 
following verse, and to many it will 
bring vivid memories: 
"There are Pete, Jim, Jack, George 

Joseph and Ned, 
A half dozen boys to be clothed 

out and fed. 
I buy for them all plain victuals 

to eat; ' 

But clothing — I only buy clothing 
for Pete." ' 

Jim got them second hand and 
patched, and so right down the 
line to Ned, and by the time a gar- 
ment reached little Xed, it must 
have resembled Joseph's coat of 
many colours. 

Now that war Is waging, patches 
will come into vogue again. The 
man who throws away his partly 
worn clothes will be called a trait- 
or to his country, while indignant 
neighbour women will snatch them 
from his garbage boxes, and make 
from them patriotic patches for 
little Jirnmle's trousers, or Mary's 
old spring coat. 

It wag one ray of 'Jesus' glory 
that He could point to the most 
common-place matters of life, and 
weave around them lessons on 
which men would preach for cen- 
turies. Jesus taught us a lesson 
from the despised and lowly patch 
in a garment. . ' 

THE MEANING OF THE PAR- 
AJBLrB;— Certain disciples of John 
the Baptist came to Jesus with the 
question, "Why do your disciples 
never fast? All John's disciple* 
observed this religious rite; all 
the Pharisees do It. Why not your 
followers?" s 

Why do you suppose they asked 
that question? In the first place, 
it was due to a complete misunder- 
standing of tho mission of Jesus. 
They thought He was another re- 
former, who had come to put a few 
patches on the tattered and thread- 
bare garment of the Hebrew re- 
ligion. But that is exactly what 
Jesus did not come to do, and it 
Is that tremendously important 
fact He would have us learn from 
this brief parable. 

Jesus had not come to patch, He 
had come to make. He was not a 
Reformer, but a TRANSFORMER. 
He did not come to patch the old 
religions, but to make all things 
new, to give a new religion grow- 
ing or springing from tho ashes 
of tho old: to give a new life; to 
make new men. 

TIJK ORIGIN OF THE PATCH- 
WORK THEORY: For the pur- 
pose of this brief column. It will 
be sufficient to say that the patch- 
work theory Is the natural out- 
come of our Innate dissatisfaction. 
We are all conscious of something 
wrong within us. There Is a great- 
er or lesser conviction of sin 
down deep In every mortal mind. 
It Is this conviction that causes 
us to pay attention when someone 
offers a m<-ans of Improvement. 
Now,' St may 1>e safely said that 
all attempts to Improve men's 
lives are like putting patches, new 
patches, on old garments. Usual- 
ly, they simply increase the tear 
In the old garment, and In the end 
matters are worsened, rather than 
improved. Into a world that had 
tried almost. every conceivable kind 
of patching, Jesus comes with 
the startling claim that Ho has 
something better than patching, a 
new garment to offer, a new HfG 
eternal In quality and duration. 

PATCHES OF TO-DAY: Have 
you over known a patchwork man? 



Here Is a hypothetical case. A 
man has a home. He considers that 
one compartment of his life, or 
might we say, one patch. He also 
has a business, and that is anoth- 
er compartment, or patch. He will 

not let one compartment interfere 
with the other. Then he decides 
that he needs recreation, relaxa- 
tion, so he picks on certain hob- 
bies or pastimes. ♦ These com- 
prise another compartment, which 
must be kept separate from home 
or business. Still be feels that 
life is incomplete; he has a yearn- 
ing for a little religion, an urge to 
worship. So he chooses a form of 
Christianity, and that becomes the 
final patch to make his life com- 
plete, according to his theory. 

But his life Is far from complete. 
It is a patch-work pattern, and the 
last patch, religion, is no improve- 
ment to the garment of his life. 
Christianity is not a patch to 
round out a life. It cannot be kept 
separate from home, business and 
pleasure. It must pervade the 
whole, and be the dominating fac- 
tor in all. 

Have you ever known a patch- 
work woman? I have known some. 
Take aaiother hypothetical case. 
I We observe a. woman who attends 
her church with the utmost reg- 
ularity. She believes in Jesus as 
the Saviour of the world, and in, 
all the Bible claims. She believes 
that she is wrapped in the robe of 
Christ's righteousness, but she 
reads filthy books, revels in dirty 
scandal, criticizes every move of 
the preacher's wife, and then re- 
pents of her sin every night. She 
is using Christianity as a patch to 
cover up her defects. Certainly 
Jesus gives to all His followers a 
robe of salvation, but He commis- 
sions them to accept it clean and 
unspotted from the world. He gives 
us salvation but it Is from present 
sin as well as from future punish- 
ment. It is no patch to cover up a 
life of hypocrisy. 

The conclusion of the matter Is 
that Christianity used as a patch 
is useless. It will only make the 
old garment of our life look worse 
than ever, and It will degrade 
Christianity. Our high and* wond- 
erful privilege is to look to Jesus 
Christ for a Completely new life, 
with a new goal or destination, 
and wltll a noble task to perform 
before we reach It.

FARMERS^URGED TO 8AVE 

ALL SACKS AND BAG§ 

• — 

From now dn^farmora would be 
well advised to take particular care 
of sacks and bags they may have 
on hand. The spread of the war 
in the Orient has seriously affected 
the possibility of getting supplies 
of jute, the raw material from 
which the best bags and sacks are 
made. In fact, it is going to be 
very difficult to get supplies of jute 
in any quantities. Jute comes 
principally from India and is used 
in various classes of textiles ; from 
fine fabrics to coarse bagging, in 
cordage, binding twine and to meet 
a variety ofneeds on the- farm. 

If you have a number of bags or 

sacks on hand, the first important 

measure to preserve them is to 
keep them dry. Damp rots burlap 
quickly. Take the bags you' have, 

and odd pieces of burlap, shake 

them out and spread out in a dry 
place where you are sure rats and 
mice cannot get at them. Any 
kind of cotton or duck bag or sack 
should also be preserved. You 
can mend any holes with the odd 
pieces of material you have, pro- 
viding, of course, such pieces are 
in good condition. What supplies 
of burlaps and canvas material are 
on hand are required for the fight- 
ing forces— so it is advisable to 
take care of any hags or sacks, as 
you may not be able to get any 
more— and it looks as if you won't 
for a long time.

The survey showed that one half 
of the farmers are without ade- 
quate labour for 1942. but of these 
a large number signified their in- 
tention of carrying on without 
hired help or with the aid of some 
custom tractor work or with ex- 
change of labour. One quarter of 
the farmers 1 can and are willing to 
exchange labour with neighbours 
and this is going to overcome the 
scarcity of labour considerably. 
One quarter expressed willingness 
to employ high school boys for the 
summer months, which moans 
that approximately 750 school boys 

will find employment on farms in 
York this summer. 

The following are the estimated 
increases in animal population for 
1912; Horses l.G5%, dairy cows 
6.77%; dairy heifers. 8.37%, year- 
ling heifers 12.51%; dairy calves 
13.00%; sows 6.59%; bacon hogs 
22.73%; milking beef cows 5.77%; 
steers and heifers (marketed) 
17.75%; sheep 1.17%; laying hen* 
30X3%; baby chicks 18.53%. It 
is gratifying to note that In the 
case of milk, pork and eggs all 
three of which are necessary to 
meet the increased domestic con- 
sumption and the increased Can 
adian quotas to Croat Britain. 
Three-quarters of the farms dis- 
closed that they were intending to 
produce more of these products in 
*42 than they did in Ml. 

To help meet the feed require- 
ments for the increased livestock 
population — winter wheat for 1912 
shows a 33.57% Increase — spring 
grains 1.80% (a considerable In- 
crease when represented in acres) 
Hay 2.11%, pasture 3.48%. corn 
10.19%, roots 3.15 % r cash crop 
13.45%. 

The farm survey explodes the 
idea set forth by some agricultural 
pessimists that the largo number 
of farm sales during the preceding 
\y 3 years is depleting the animal 
population and that the land Is ly- 
ing Idle. In a great majority of 
cases tho farm stock is being 
bought by farmers and returned to 
tho farms and the land Is being 
cultivated by neighbours, making 
bettor use of tractor equipment. 
Tho Increase in stock and crops 
certainly bears this out and is a 
tribute to the farmers of York 
County who are determined to do 
their share if given a chance to 
carry on. 

The machinery survey shows 
that there Is almost a tractor to 
every two farms in York County 
with almost one plow and one cul- 
tivator per tractor. The county is 
surprisingly well supplied with 
combines, many of which are avail- 
able for custom work. Almost one 
In every six farms" Is equipped 
with a milking machine. One quar 
ter of the farmers listed new 
machinery which they require am} 
one third, of the total -were NOT 
supplied with sufficient repairs.

Our 
grandchildren would look upon it 
with shame. Let us get behind It 
and see that it is done." 

"1 quite agree with the previous 
Speakers," said Alderman Bowser. 
"But I wonder how far we should 
go with this. I understand there 
Is going to be a meeting here Fri- 
day night, but I believe we are los- 
ing a lot of time until then.

"I am very proud of being your 
Mayor when men of different poli- 
tics take this attitude," said Mayor 
Dales. "We don't need to wait 
until Friday night. Before Friday 
night we are going to ask that the 
reeves bo responsible for their own 
districts. I would like the council 
to pay for house to house dodgers, 
a few large advertising posters 
and' some'' programs for Friday 
night." 

"I believe the number of people 
who would vote 'no' are in a small 
minority," stated Alderman Spill- 
ette. "This plebiscite is a mark 
of purely democratic government 
and real constructive legislation. 
I don't think It is a waste of 
money. We should try to get 
everyone out to vote." 

"In view of tbe shortage of ^as 
and tires wo should do everything 
to urge the people to go to the polls 
and not to sit and wait for a car," 
said Reeve Lundy. "Our people 
have got j ;) a desperate state. If 
the Japs were at the door they 
would soon get out. Let us urge 
the people, with all the vigor we 
possess, to go to, the polls. If It Js 
only ono quarter of a mile it takes 
gas and tires." 

"You have educated them to 
wait for cars," chlded the clerk.
